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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-6 and 27-39 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by PCT Publication No WO 96/28258 (Davies) for reasons of record. 

Davies teaches a composite roving comprising a continuous fiber bundle having 
a powder coating applied to an outer portion of the plurality of fibers. See abstract. The 
fibers can be of the type contemplated by applicants in claim 2 (see page 10) and the 
powder coating of the sort set forth by applicants in claim 5 (see page 14). In addition, 
Davies teaches that powder coating can be present in amounts as required by 
applicants in claims 3-4. See Examples. Furthermore, Davies teaches that his bundle 
can be molded as required by claim 27. See page 6. Regarding claims 35-37, Davies 
teaches that his composite roving can be weaved, knitted or braided. See page 7. As 
to claims 28-29 and 31-34, these claims are product-by-process claims, wherein 
patentability is based upon the product itself. As to claims 38 and 39, the language of 
"substantially continuous" in reference to the coating material and "substantially 
unmelted" in reference to the powder coating does not exclude a discontinuous coating 
or a melted powder coating. As to the limitation of "in the form of a wet slurry", this 
language introduces a process limitation to the product claim. The patentability of a 
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product does not depend on its method of production. If the product in the product by 
process claim is the same as or obvious from a product of the prior art, the claims are 
unpatentable even though the prior art was made by a different process. Moreover, 
process limitations are given no patentable weight in product claims. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed September 12, 2003 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. 

Applicants argue that claim 1 as amended, is not anticipated nor made obvious 
by Davies, and is in fact taught away from by Davies because Davies uses a dry 
powder coating technique and therefore melts the coating to hold the coating on the 
sheath, whereas the present invention is aimed toward applying a wet slurry and drying 
the slurry to get a better coating. 

In this concern, as set forth previously, the language of "in the form of a wet 
slurry" is a process limitation and the patentability of a product is not dependent upon its 
method of production. 

No claims are allowed.
